‘Eggs at three dozen for 95 cents are 
cheapest food obtainable,’’ says the: headline 
in the New York World’s fair price column. 

And these are storage eggs. In San Ber- 
nardino County strictly fresh eggs are retail- 
ing for about three dozen for $1.05. In New 
York western fresh eggs are selling at 47 
cenis: for one dozen, or $1.41 for three dozen. 

The price of extra eggs in the wholesale 
markets of Los Angeles on~Friday was 33 
cents, a cent under Thursday. A year ago 
the price was 54 cents. Two years ago the 
price was 40 cents. 

No other food has dropped to such an ex- 
tent in price. Eggs therefore are the cheap- 
est food obtainable, and will continue to be 
cheap even on a rising market. 

In San Bernardino County the poultry busi- 
ness has become one of the chief sources of 
income for rural sections. This county pro- 
duces far more eggs than it consumes, and we 
ean do more than a neighborly turn by in- 
creasing our consumption of eggs, for we can 
save money for ourselves by substituting to 
some extent eggs for other food products.

Growth of Budget System 


- (Orange Daily News) 

The progress now being: made ig budget re- 
form, affording the foundation for a study of 
state and local taxation systems, goes far be- 
yond the federal government, as to scope of 
this more recently-adapted method -of pro- 
ceeding systematically. Many states are now 
taking up the budget question, while many 
others already have a well-working plan for 
arriving at the probable or estimated cost of 
operation. A report recently emanating from 
the seat of the national government gives some 
helpful information along this line of sane and 
sensible measure of public needs and estimate 
of available resources in which to meet those 
demands. Says this report, in part: 

‘Por many years, the United States had the 
distinction of being the only modern country 
without a systematic method of preparing gov- 


ernmental budgets. More recently interest in. 


this question has been active and fairly con- 
tinuous and as a result much progress has 
been made. Actual reforms in budgeting in 
the states preceded those of the national gov- 
ernment but the adoption by the latter of a 
comprehensive executive budget stimulated 
and aided the movement in the states 

‘Much along this line has been accomplish- 
ed, but as in practically every question affect- 
ing state institutions, numerous schemes have 
been used and progress is exceedingly un- 
even. In all the states, but one, where a 
budget procedure has been prescribed by 
statute, the budget is prepared by the ad- 
ministration, the exception being Arkansas, 
where the budget is formulated by a special 
commitiee of the legislature. Pennsylvania 
and Rhode Island have practically no budget- 
ary procedure at all as that term is ordi- 
narily used, expenditures being determined by 
the usual committees of the legislature.”

Part. One— 

2 tablespoons cocoa 

1% cup sweet milk 

ji cup brown sugar , 

1 egg yolk 

Put ingredients in Part Cne in 
a double boiler. Cook until thor- 
oughly blended. Cool. 
Part Two— 

% cup Crisco 

% eup sweet milk 

2 cups pastry flour 

3 egg whites, well beaten 

% teaspoon salt

Cream Crisco, salt and sugar to- 
gether thoroughly.

Then add alternately 
milk and flour. Next fold in egg 
whites and last, soda dissolved in 
one tablespoon hot water. Divide 
in two layer cake pans which have 
been greased. Bake in hot oven 
(375 degrees F.) about 15 minutes. 





Marshmallow Nut Icing 

2 cups granulated sugar 

% cup boiling water 

2 egg whites (well beaten) 

12 to 18 large marshmallows 

% cup pecans, cut fine 

Boil water and sugar together 
until it spins a thread. Then beat 
slowly into egg whites. Cool slight- 
ly, add marshmallows broken. in 
pieces and one teaspoon vanilla. 
Spread over cake before it is quite 
cold. Sprinkle chopped pecans 
over top. 





Dolly Varden Cake 

1% cups sugar 

1 cup milk 

1% teaspoon almond extract 

3 egg whites 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

1-3 cup Crisco 

1 teaspoon salt 

3 cups pastry flour 

Cream crisco. Add sugar and 
cream together until light and 
soft. Sift dry ingredients and add 
alternately with milk. wAdd ex- 
tract, beat mixture thoroughly and 
last fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Turn into well-greased 
angel cake pans and bake in mod- 
erate oven (359 degrees F.) one 
jhour. Remove from oven. Let 
stand ten minutes, then turn up- 
side down on cake board—the cake 
will drop out whole.

Icing 

Add two tablespoons of cream 
to three egg yolks. Stir in enough 
confectioner’s sugar to make it 
thick enough to spread easily. 
Flavor with almond and a pinch 
of salt. Cover entire outside of 
cake. 





Standard Layer Cake 

This recipe can be used as a 
standard for a variety of layer 
cakes. It will make a large three- 
layer cake, and also six cup cakes. 
Or, instead of making the cup 
cakes, you can make four layers, 
making two cakes of two. layers 
each. 

3-4 cup crisco 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 1-8 cups milk 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups sugar 

4 eggs, separated 

3 cups pastry flour 

Cream crisco and sugar together 
thoroughly. Add egg yolks, well 
beaten. Beat in the milk, a little 
at a time. Then add 3-4 cup flour 
and beat until smooth. Sift rest 
of flour with baking powder and 
salt. Add to mixture and mix 
thoroughly. Add vanilla. Last fold 
in well-beaten egg whites. Divide 
batter into three well-greased lay- 
er cake pans and six cup cakes. 
Bake in hot oven (375 degrees F.) 
about 15 minutes. When partly 
cool, turn out on towel, When 
quite cold, spread filling between 
and on top of the layers. 





Mother's Tea Cake 
1-3 cup crisco 
2 eges (beaten) 
% cup «milk 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
% teaspoon vanilla 
1- cup sugar 
44 teaspoon salt 
1% cups pastry flour 
Cream together crisco, salt and 
sugar. Beat until light and soft. 
Add eggs, mixing thoroughly. Sift 
flour and baking powdér and add 
alternately with milk.

The company’s payroll for the 
years 1925 and 1926 will total ap- 
proximately $32,000,000. 

During 1925 the company pought 
food supplies within its own terri- 
tory for construction forces on 
the Big Creek-San Joaquin River 
project amounting to $750,000, and 
$60,000 in supplies for construc- 
tien camps on its third 225-mile 
transmission line between Los An- 
geles and the High Sierras in 
Fresno County. It purchased con- 
struction material very largely in 
California for .its Big Creek-San 
Joaquin construction pro ject, 
amounting to $2,200,000, and for 
its transmission line $220,000. Es- 
timates for 1926 indicate that for 
the years 1925-26 for these pur- 
poses about $5,000,000 will have 
been similarly expended and put 
into local circulation. 

Mr. Ballard set up his industrial 
survey only a year or two after 
the last federal census in 1920. It 
js therefore necessary to g0 back 
to that year for a basis of com- 
parison which would indicate the 
results in population, agriculture 
and industrial development which 
to a reasonable extent must have 
been accelerated by the $165,000,- 
000 which the Southern California 
Edison Company expended in its 
own territory for labor, materials, 
interest and taxes during the five 
years. 

“Back to the Land” Results of 

Electrification 

From the text of Mr. Ballard’s 
industrial survey, the following 
excerpts are illuminating: : 

In the ten counties in which the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany operates there was in 1920 
a population of 1,456,038. At the 
close of 1925 there is a popula- 
tion of 2,627,000, an inerease of 
over 80 per cent in ‘five years. 
These 1925 figures are based on 
school enrollments cross checked 
by new meter connections _made 
by the company. As over 98 per 
cent of all of the families in Edi- 
son served territory use electricity, 
the electric meter is now regard- 
ed as the best standard for com- 
puting population growth. 

In this territory in 1920 there 
were 47,000 farms, and in 1926,

was 169 acres, and in 1925 this is

Where and How Electricity is Used 

The use to which Edison elec- 
tricity is being applied by the 
residents of its territory is illus- 
trated by the following extract 
from the survey: 

In 1920 the connected load of 
the company for lighting was 115,- 
000 horsepower. In 1925 it is 317,- 
000 horsepower, an increase of 175 
per cent. Nine years ago con- 
nected load for electric cooking 
was less than 5,000 horsepower; 
five years ago it was 19,000 horse- 
power and in 1925 it. is 71,000 
horsepower, an increase of over 
1,300 per cent in nine years. Agri- 
cultural power connected load has 
increased from 136,000 horsepower 
to 197,000 horsepower in a five- 
year period, an increase of 45 
per cent. During this length of 
time railway power has increased 
from 99,000 horsepower to 135,000 
horsepower, an increase of 36 per 
cent. The connected load for man- 
ufacturing and industry increased 
from 159,000 horsepower to 470,000 
horsepower, or 196 per cent. The 
total connected load in 1920 was 
528,000 horsepower. In 1925 it is 
1,190,000 horsepower, an increase 
of 125 per-cent.

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Mysterious Enemy Theory Fading 

The second theory that Weaver 
was shot by a mysterious enemy 
is based purely on the story of 
the two girls. 

Carolyn said that on Saturday 
afternoon Weaver had remarked 
that he “saw ‘Dirty Joe,’ a man 
whom he had known in Los An- 
geles, was in Bear Valley.” Nellie 
also said she heard the remark, 
but thought little of it. Gallager 
said he also knew the mysterious 
“Dirty Joe” by sight, but was un- 
able to state whether Weaver and 
the stranger had been enemies. 
“Dirty Joe” was a bootlegger, Gal- 
lager said he believed, although he 
knew of him only slightly. 

Carolyn believes it possible that 
the stranger came along the road 
while she and Ott had returned to 
the dance at Fawnskin and there 
shot Weaver, escaping unseen into 
the darkness. 

This theory last night appeared 
fading. 

Suicide Angle Gaining 

The third theory, that of suicide, 
gained strength as Carolyn and Ott 
clunge to their story that Weaver 
was not hurt in the accident. 
Carolyn said she did not believe 
Weaver had a gun in the car, but 
Gallager earlier in the day told 
Sheriff Shay that Weaver used to 
carry a gun in the side pocket of 
the car. 

Weaver had quarrelled with Car- 
olyn because of her attentions to 
George Ott—this Carolyn admits. 
At the dande~ Weaver did not 
dance and appeared sullen and mo- 
rose, Carolyn’ said. “I could tell 
he was angry,” she said, “but he 
had. been quiet all evening and I 
didn’t like it. We went to the 
mountains to have a good time.” 

Whether Weaver, in a fit of de- 
spondeney after wrecking his car 
and seeing Carolyn and Ott return 
alone to the dance, killed himself, 
is a question that is unanswered, 
and yet may be true. The wound 
in Weaver’s head indicates that 
the bullet was fired at close range. 
The skin is powder-marked. The 
bullet entered the skull on the 
right side high up in the temple 
and came out on the left at ap- 
proximately the same point of the 
temple. « .
